Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Schuster (attorney) and Mr. Tiley (inventor) dsicussed the 
differences between the instant application and the prior art of PackageNet, which charged people for picking 
up/returning packages, instead of providing benefits to them. Examiner Rosen pointed out that some of the claim 
language might be broad enough to be rejected on the basis of art rather different from applicant's invention. In 
particular, posible changes to claim 39 were discussed, such as putting preamble language into the body of the claim, 
or specifyinng that the individual had come to the store for the pick-up or return of a product, or that the data of 39(a) 
was acquired from ordering the package for pick-up. It was agreed that Examiner Rosen would update his search, and 
call the attorneys if appropriate, to suggest language that might make the case allowable . 
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
